Richelieu, Voltaire and the Man in tbe 
Iron Mask—tho victim of Louis XIV.— 
were among the celebrities imprisoned 
there, and within its walla died Charles 
da Gontaat, Marshal of France, impris- 
oned tor treason against Henry IV.

Yesterday tha writer visited the first 


planting and was surprised to see that 
nearly all had come up and some had 
grown so well that it had gone to seed. 
Tha plants were very vigorous and green 
and from one root twenty-five stalks 
were counted, and some of these plants 
were covered with seed pods. 


Although the ground WHS perfectly 


dry the plants did not show the slightest 
sign of suffering from drouth, but were 
green and vigorous. 
Alfalfa which bad 


been planted n«ar tha asperoet had died 
out from lack of irrigation. 


Although some of the seed bad been 


in over two months it had just began to 
sprout, while other plants right along 
side had become considerably matured. 
Nearly all had begun to stool heavily, 
and the routs were large and strong. 


A third batch planted later than any 


bad started up without ever having any 
rain on it or artificial irrigation. 


Tho hot weather seems to have no 


effect whatever on the plant, and BO far 
as can be at present determined, the new 
forage plant sustains all tbe claims that 
have been made in its behalf.
